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FARM YOUR FARM 

During the past few years 
“there has bcjjn atendency grow 
lip among many farmers to 
merely go through the motions 
of farming, with very little 
attention to quality or anythin •; 
but getting some bushels to the 
acre. This practice was loudly 
decried by Major H. G- L. 
Strange in his speech at the 
Press Convention itecently. He 
stated that while Canadian 
wheat a few years ago comm 
anded a premium on the market 
l>ecaus>e of its straight grade 
and high quality, this could not 
be said now. Of course, he said 
wc will always bo able to get 
a maket lor our wheat, but for 
little extra work that ca.ptul 
seed selection entails, the divid 
ends received in thi* letter 
wheat will be the biggest wages 
you mako as a farmer in your 
vears work. We believe that in 
view of the many prizes and 
laurels Major Strange has won 
in the chow ring that this 
statement and advice will be 
accepted without argument. Not 
only in wheat, but in all crops 
grown, both in field and garden 
satisfaction can only bo obtain 
odby using highest grade seed. 
Poor seed brings discourager.! 
rut an dissatisfaction, and in 
‘he erd t>e poorest kind of 
economy m second orade yields 
on first class soil. S ( > much for 
Hip seed part of it. Canada has 
always maintained a high leput 
ation in the markets of the 
world for high grade wheat. So 


scale farming we will have 
much export wheat and our niar 
kets and reputation are too val 
liable to Canada as a nation to 
lie sacrificed when vve can main 
tain thorn and continue to get 
a premium for our wheat. 

There is another angle to the 
situation too. Poorly farmed soil 
is a good breeder of weeds, is 
unsightly, and a string of weedy 
poorly farmed plots in a row, 
will cause people to pass up 
otherwise good land and may 
cause even your well farmed 
land to lose good dollars because 
of poorly farmed land on your 
neighbors lot- None of us want 
to be a deterring facto r in t 1 » 
progress nr*l advancement of 
our district, province and count 
ry, and yet a little though tie s 
ness may cost hundreds of 
thousands of dollais to our 
neighbors. Poorly kept buildings 
and fences tend to disourage 
and dishearten and maik a ma i 
as careless and slowedv. We 
have in mind one farm in the 
/icinity where whitewash ha3 
been used extensively, and be 
sices ading greatly t<> the npp 
ea\ance has the effect of making 
conditions brighter & hedthier 
Tt is not the money and labor 
’•bo* spent on a farm flint 
r > 1 Is success, but how lit is 
spent. 

Another thin«r in connection 
with wheat. The world’s carry 
over is smaller than it has been 
for years. This is common know- 
led .up. While nation have been 
plowing under their crops in the 
past few years, the stores of 
wheat have been diminishing 
rapidly and prides have been 
rising. This means that for the 
next few years, under o.dirarv 
eruditions wheat will be a good 
m ice. Western Canada has an 
advantage over all other wheat 
growing countries in the nualitv 
of the wheat she is able to 
’ reduce. It always demands a 
premium in price, and very few 
countries in the world xaise a 
wheat that will make a read 
good loaf of bread without a 


with their own in the milling 
process. Is this situation woith 
our attention and consideration. 

It is possible that some mis 
takes have bcien made in recent 
years in our wheat program. 
We have clamored for acreage 
control for subsidies for pegged 
prices and so on- After all. Can 
adian wheat is the finest wheat 
the world produces. Regard less 
of local conditions there will 
always be a demand for it. Shall 
wc sacrifice this o. portunity 
for a matter of a few cents per 
bushel once in every few yea's ? 
o r shall we through good farm 
ing and attention to our seed 
maintain our place in the wo. Id 
markets of the world, and thio 
wheat? We have many spare 
demand for Western Canadian 
days diniiv the winter when 
w e c.mld look to our seed for 
flic spring without any extra 
cost, and it would return us big 
dividends when the birder or 
combine pulled into the field to 
harvest the crop.

Effective January 1, 1937, con- ’ 
tributory pensions for Canadian 
Pacific employees will replace 
the 33-year-old non-eontributory 
nysteni. Since tho latter system’s 
inception in 1903, tiie railway has 
paid out 518,201,610 in pensions. 
Under the new plan, officers and 
employees will contribute three 
per cent, of their wages or sala¬ 
ries.
